how the generalitie ofour Subiects might bee reliened in ſuſpenſion of this Graunt, but how 
the lame might be done without any iniuſtice to any particuler perſon, who is interefled there- 
in by vertue of Letters Patents vnder the great Scale of England, whereof wee neuer intend 
to ſeeke any courle of reuocation, but by an ozdinary courſe of Juſtice , in which all our people 
are equally intereſſed. Jn which reſpect, hauing tommaunded the Toꝛds and others of our 
Pꝛiuie Councell to call befoze them the Patentees, and then to offer them all ſuch triall foꝛ the 
maintenance ofthat Patent, as the Juſtice of this our Realme affoꝛdeth, The laid Patentees 
haue rathex peelded in their owne duetie and diſcretions, to ſurrender the Patent, then to goe 
about to maintaine it: whereof wee thought it fit that all our good Subietts ſhould take no⸗ 
tite, as an Argument of dur continnall care and deſire to dot all things, which tend to the reliefe 
of our people in any thing, whereby they reteiue any maner of oppꝛeſſion, as long W 


duetifully and oꝛderly appeale vnto vs foꝛ the ſame. I
